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LAPD posts $1 million dollar reward for Dorner’s arrest 


The search for Dorner 
started on Thursday.

Three homicides and two wounded 
police officers later, a million-dollar 
bounty has been placed on Christopher 
Dorner’s head, the ex-Los Angeles Po- 


lice Department officer and Navy vet- 
eran who is supposedly targeting his 
former colleagues. 

Officers have been searching for 
Dorner for more than a week. Their 
search has led them across states, 
from his Las Vegas home to Big Bear 
Lake, where he allegedly disposed of 
his truck. In the truck, authorities said 
they recovered guns and ammunition, 
according to the Los Angeles Times. 

Los Angeles Mayor Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa said at a Sunday press con- 
ference that the LAPD posted the $1 
million offer on Saturday.

Beck said the sum of money is the larg- 
est local reward ever offered to the de- 


partment’s knowledge. Private donors 
and citizens contributed to the reward. 

“The reward is for the capture and 
conviction of Dorner,” Beck said. “It 
was amazingly easy to put the money 
together.” 

A statewide manhunt was issued 
Thursday for Dorner, who police sus- 
pect of allegedly shooting and killing 
former Long Beach State basketball 
player Monica Quan. 

Quan and her fiancé, Keith Law- 
rence, were found dead in an Irvine 
parking structure on Feb. 3. Police 
suspect Dorner is connected to both 
deaths. 


“It is important to know that they 
[Quan and Lawrence] had dreams and 
aspirations,” Irvine City Mayor Steven 
Choi said at the Sunday press confer- 
ence. “Our Irvine Police Department is 
committed to helping find this suspect 
every day and every night.” 

Dorner is suspected to be connected 
to three other shootings that took place 
Thursday, according to Irvine City Po- 
lice Department Lt. Julia Engen. Two 
Riverside police officers, one dead and 
the other wounded, were shot, as well

Long Beach Surfrider Foundation wants a break from the breakwater 


The breakwater was 
built in 1949.

While Southern California’s repu- 
tation for its warm sun, expansive 
beaches and some of the country’s 
best waves is as old as 1950s surf 
rock, Long Beach surfing had become 
extinct more than a decade before 
that. 

The culprit was the Long Beach 
breakwater. 

The breakwater, a man-made rock 
formation that stretches into the 
ocean off of Belmont Shore, was con- 
structed in 1941 and finished 1949 to 
protect the United States Navy base 
during World War II, according to the 
Long Beach Surfrider Foundation. 
The Navy then closed its base in 1997, 
but the breakwater remained. 

Since the closure of the base, many 
residents and Cal State Long Beach 
students have said they believe the 
breakwater no longer serves its origi- 
nal purpose, and they have voiced 
their desire to see it torn down or at 
least reconfigured. 

“There is some wave activity in 
that area already,” Matt Harrington, a 
senior health science major, said. “If 
they could just open it up a little bit, 
maybe a couple yards.” 

A reconfiguration, Harrington said, 
could let more swells into the area,

flushing out the dirty water that re- 
mains trapped within the breakwater 
and beach shore. s 

A leading representative in the ef- 


fort to remove the breakwater is the 
Surfrider Foundation, a Malibu-orient- 
ed non-profit environmental organiza- 
tion created in 1984 to “preserve the 


ocean’s waves and beaches,” according 
to their website. 

“We’ve got some of the worst ocean 
water quality in California,’ Robert

Professor scores spot at 
Sundance Film Festival

When one hears of the Sundance 
Film Festival, names like Robert Red- 
ford and Joseph Gordon-Levitt often- 
times come to mind. 

But now, Cal State Long Beach pro- 
fessor Craig Richey’s name has been 
added to the prestigious list of Sun- 
dance attendees. 

“It’s always exciting to be at Sun- 
dance,” Richey said. 

Richey, a keyboard studies lecturer 


at CSULB, was added to the list after 
he composed the score to a new docu- 
mentary, “The World According to 
Dick Cheney,” which details former 
Vice President Dick Cheney’s rise to 
political notability. 

“It was a little surreal writing a 
theme for Dick Cheney,” Richey said. 
“T had friends who joked that it should 
sound like Darth Vader.” 

“The World According to Dick 
Cheney” was Richey’s third collab- 
orative effort with director R.J. Cutler. 
Richey also worked with Cutler on the 
“The September Issue,” a behind-the-

The festival will conclude on 
Thursday with a screening of the 
2001 French film “Amélie,” directed 
by Jean-Pierre Jeunet. The feature 
tells of a young French woman who 
brings happiness to those around her 
after she realizes how short life is.

Dorner was dismissed from the 
LAPD in 2009 for supposedly “‘mak- 
ing false statements about his train- 
ing officer,” according to the LA 
Times. Quan’s father, retired LAPD 
Captain Randy Quan, played a role

in the review process that resulted in 
Dorner’s dismissal. 

Dorner’s dismissal is believed to be 
the motive for his actions against the 
LAPD. 

His manifesto lists threats for 
more than two dozen people, accord- 
ing to the LA Times. 

Multiple forces, including the 
LAPD and the FBI, are in still pursuit 
of Dorner as his whereabouts remain 


unknown. 

“This search is not a matter of if, 
it’s a matter of when, and I want Chris 
Dorner to know that,” Villaraigosa said. 

Dorner is said to be armed and ex- 
tremely dangerous. He is described 
as 6 feet tall and 270 pounds with 
black hair and brown eyes.

Before composing film scores 
though, Richey studied to become a 
classically trained pianist. 

“T grew up ina family of musicians,” 
Richey said. “As soon as I could reach 
the piano, I got ... lessons.” 


After training as a classical pianist at 
the North Carolina School of the Arts, 
St. Louis Conservatory of Music and 
Juilliard School, Richey said he decid- 


ed to change his career path. 

“I owned a recording studio [in New 
York City], and a director was looking 
for a composer,” Richey said. “[The 
director] decided I was the guy for the 
job, and he basically talked me into it.” 

After attempting film scoring, 
Richey found his true musical passion. 

“T had that ‘aha’ moment,” he said. 
“This was something I had long wanted 
to do, but it had never occurred to me to 
pursue it professionally.” 

After composing film scores for sev- 
eral years, Richey began working with 
Cutler on the Cheney documentary in 
October 2012. He said he was faced 
with the challenge of composing more 


than 87 minutes of music. 

_ According to Richey, a film scorer 
usually gives a director his or her mu- 
sic catalog months before they actually 
participate in the scoring process. 

“Having worked with [Cutler] before, 
I always give copies of my soundtrack,” 
Richey said. 

One-third of the work was already 
done when Richey began composing 
music exclusively for the documentary. 
Cutler had already taken music he liked 
from Richey’s catalog and incorporated 
it into the film. 

Richey said he had two goals in mind 
while composing the score to “The 
World According to Dick Cheney.” He 
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wanted to make the music both serious 
and mature while maintaining an over- 
all narrative feel. 

After finishing the process, Richey 


was invited to the premiere at the Sun- 


dance Festival in January. 

Richey described the premiere as a “vi- 
carious” experience after receiving some 
intense reactions from the audience. 

“Everyone comes with a pre-formed 
opinion about Cheney,” Richey said. 
“There’s something isolated and sad 
about him.” 

Richey, who’s also involved in host- 
ing annual benefit concerts to help chil- 
dren with HIV, is currently working on 
a new sci-fi thriller called “Uncanny.” 
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event at Belmont Pier. 

Palmer, a CSULB graduate with a 
master’s degree in art, said he hopes 
that removing the breakwater will 
reverse decades of beachfront ero- 
sion, attract tourists and stimulate 
the local economy of Long Beach. 
Palmer has been working on “Sink 
the Breakwater,” the Long Beach 
Surfrider chapter’s campaign to re- 
move the breakwater, for 16 years. 

“A complete removal of the 
breakwater is never going to hap- 
pen,” Palmer said, “but if we can 
get holes in the breakwater ... here 
in the summertime, it’d be incred- 
ible.” 

The removal of the Long Beach 
breakwater could increase wave ac- 
tivity, but in a heavily concentrated 
region of surf spots, it’s not the only 
option for Long Beach residents like 
Adam Fedele. 

“Selfishly, I want it to come 
down,” Fedele, a junior kinesiology 
major and captain of CSULB’s surf 
team, said. “But it’s not much fur- 
ther to go surf surfside [Huntington 
Beach] instead.” 

Arguments against removing the 
breakwater include cost, decreas- 
ing protection of Long Beach’s 
port and harbors and disrupting 
an adapted ecosystem along the 
breakwater. 

The breakwater’s removal would 
affect the ecosystem that is protected 
by the rocky wall, CSULB marine 
biology professor Gwen Goodma- 
nlowe said via e-mail. 

“However, other animals and 
algae that can withstand stronger 
currents and larger waves would 
move in,” Goodmanlowe | said. 
“So, the ecology of the area would 
change.” 

Long Beach Vice Mayor Robert 
Garcia, who supports removing the 
breakwater, said in an October news- 
letter posted on the Surfrider website 
that the Long Beach City Coun- 
cil “never got the funding support 
from Congress” to help progress the 
Breakwater Reconnaissance Study 
started in 2005. 
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Canceling Saturday mail delivery is necessary 


Saturdays may have become.a 
whole lot grimmer with the U.S. 
Postal Service’s calling an end to 
its Saturday deliveries. 

The U.S. Postal Service wishes 
to move to a five-day-mail-delivery 
schedule to cut nearly $2 billion 
in losses. The end to the Saturday 
service is proposed for August. 

Packages would still be deliv- 
ered six days a week, but letters, 
bills and junk mail that we receive 
on the weekend will be pushed 
back to the following week. 

The slimming down of the U.S. 
Postal Service has been inevitable 
for quite sometime. With the rise 
of the Internet, email and smart- 
phones, sending messages through 
the mail 
has

est form of communication and the 
most expensive. That is even with 
stamps costing 46 cents each. 

The U.S. Postal Service is 
funded by the government. The 
government, with trillions of dol- 
lars of debt, needs to make cuts 
somewhere. The Saturday U.S. 
Postal Service could be one of 
those cuts. 

The editorial board for the Daily 
49er agrees that it is a necessary 
evil to cut Saturday delivery. We 
all occasionally use the U.S. Postal 
Service to mail letters to family or 
friends, receive the arts and crafts 
we buy on Etsy or pay our bills. 
However, eliminating Saturday 
service will not have a great effect 
on our lives. We will just have to 
plan accordingly so we can make 
sure our mail arrives on time.

Leaked Obama memo spells bad news for US Constitution 


Three weeks into his second term, President 
Barack Obama is making headlines, albeit for all 
the wrong reasons. 

In a 16-page memo obtained by NBC News, 
Obama’s legal team has argued that they have 
sufficient legal precedent to justify the killing of 
American citizens who are key leaders affiliated 
with al-Qaeda. 

According to the leaked document, an “in- 
formed, high-level official” has the authority 
to determine who poses “an imminent threat of 
violent attack against the United States,” accord- 
ing to The New York Times. 

While I acknowledge that times of war pose 
unparalleled and difficult legal situations, I do not 
agree with the Obama administration allowing 
“informed, high-level officials” to determine 
whether an individual should be killed. 
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In short, I do not agree with one person in 
government having enough power to determine 
whether an individual should be a target of the 
U.S. government, based solely on often murky 
intelligence. 

According to the NBC memo, there are three 
criteria that must be met to justify killing an 
American citizen affiliated 
with al-Qaeda. 

The first, as mentioned pre- 
viously, is when a high-ranking 
official determines the target. 

The second states that the capture of the said 
individual has to be unfeasible, meaning that the 
actual possibility of capturing the individual alive 
is low. 

The third, and final, criterion is that the killing 
operation would be conducted in a manner “con- 
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sistent with applicable law of war principles.” 
For a legal team, the phrase “law of war 

principles” is at best grey and murky. Following 
the list of criteria, the memo mentions dozens of 
cases that are used to justify killing an American 
citizen who is a leader “actively engaged in plan- 
ning operations to kill Americans.” 

Although I disagree with 


SH ANE NEWELL some of the memo’s state- 


ments, I understand why it was 
written. 

Over the years, there have been a few select 
American citizens who have joined terrorist orga- 
nizations and plotted against their home country. 

One of the most famous cases, the 2011 killing 
of Anwar al-Awlaki, has shown that the U.S. has 
very little tolerance for “traitors.” 

While I acknowledge that individuals plotting 
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against the U.S. government should be dealt with 
forcefully, I do not agree with the process of 
determining whether the individual is a high- 
ranking terrorist member or not. 

The Fifth and Fourteenth Amendments of the 
U.S. Constitution clearly state that “nor shall any 
person ... be deprived of life, liberty or property, 
without due process of law.” Clearly, the Obama 
administration deprived al-Awlaki of his life 
without trying him in court. 

In the Obama administration’s defense though, 
could they have feasibly brought him out of the 
Middle East and into a U.S. court? Sadly, the 
world will never know the answer to that hypo- 
thetical question. In the meantime, let’s worry 
‘about future cases and the possible over-reaching, 
kill-friendly hand of the current Obama admin- 
istration. 
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Fans remember Huell Howser and ‘California’s Gold’ 


A memorial for the celebrity 
TV host was held on Friday at 
Chapman University. —

Amidst the bursts of rain on Friday, hundreds of 
people, bundled against the cold, shifted through the 
grounds of Chapman University. They packed into 


Memorial Hall to celebrate the memory of journal-" 


ist Huell Howser and his legacy, the television series 
“California’s Gold” and the California’s Gold Scholar- 
ship. 

Once inside, visitors were ushered into the 937-seat 
auditorium. Some began to occupy the space near the 
walls as even the balcony filled up. 

With the auditorium almost full, a low murmur 
rose from those who found seats and reminisced on 
episodes seen or information recently learned from a 
slide show featuring clips of Howser’s work. The show 


also included various quotes from those who worked 
with or met Howser, like Matt Groening, creator of 
“The Simpsons.” 

The murmur of the audience died as the lights 
dimmed and a booming voice announced that the 
program was to begin. The slide show disappeared, 
replaced by a clip show featuring more of his filmed 
career. 

“The whole concept of our features has been that 
each person has a story to tell, a story worth listen- 
ing to,” a young Huell Howser said, wrapping up the 
film, “... operating on the idea that it is much more 
important to listen to what people have to say than 
what we have to say about them. We are not proposing 
news stories done by news men: What we are talking 
about are the people themselves starring in their‘own 
television show.” 

That was the pitch in 1977 that began the Califor- 
nia’s Gold series. 

James Doti, president of Chapman University, took 
his place behind the podium and a landscape of Hows- 
er kneeling in a vast meadow, surrounded by Califor- 
nia poppies with a kind smile on his face, appeared 
on the screen. 

“Today we come to celebrate, not Huell Howser — 
though we all want to do that, but believe me that is

the last thing [Huell] would have wanted,” Doti said. 
“What we are celebrating is the ‘California’s Gold’ 
show and its impact on our society.” ’ 

Doti shared a quote from Howser describing the 
show as a good story, not overly produced or over 
thought, that shares the history, people, culture and 
natural wonders of California. 

Stars from Howser’s show, like Slater Barron 
“The Lint Lady” and Carole Anne Kaufman “The 
Whistling Champion” among others, attended the 
presentation. They sneaked out soon after the pre- 
sentation to prepare their booths for the torrent of 
people to come. 

_ The finale of the presentation,was the introduction 
of the California’s Gold Scholarship and its first re- 
cipient, Mayra Gonzalez, a junior from Garden Grove. 
The audience was released into the university to view 
Howser’s collections of art and a few of his personal 
possessions, and to meet, eat and drink with the stars 
of “California’s Gold.” 

A triangle of display cases in the Chapman Univer- 
sity Library was all that remained by Saturday. 

Within the cases sat a few items of Howser’s 
collection, including two of the cameras used to 
film the show and a volume of video cassettes and 
books.
